In the middle ages, when Paris and 
London were but rude villages, Con- 
atantinople was a great city—not only 
a great city, either, but a world city. 
In It the peoples of the East and of 
the West met. 
H ire they came to 
transact their business and to enjoy 
themselves. 
This world dty had In 
those day» many of those advantage» 
which we are In the habit of terming 
modern," and which other cities of 
the West at that time lacked. All trav 
elers and Crusaders who visited Con 
stantlnoplo marveled at what they 
saw; many of them fflive left us ac­ 
counts of their impressions. Constan­ 
tinople was a vast and beautiful and 
busy place; it had wtde, well laid out, 
lighted and paved streets; It had pub­ 
lic buildings, schools, theaters, baths, 
circuses, splendid churches. 
It em­ 
bodied all that was rich and beautiful 
tn Eastern culture; in It flourished the 
arts. 
Whenever we see a splendid 
bronze door or a bit of metal work, 
carving or tapestry in a church in 
southern Italy or Sicily we may be sure 
that It either came from Constanti­ 
nople or was produced by a workman 
who had come from that place. In the 
middle ages Constantinople was the 
one great dty, being sometimes called 
‘‘the Paris of the East.”—Christian

Find Substitutes for Flour. 
Since wheat and ry* flour became so 
scarce in Europe, substitutes have been 
sought even for such purposes as thick­ 
ening the electrolyte of dry batteries. 
Waterglass, kieselguhr, gelatin, saw­ 
dust, starch and glass wool are among 
the more or less satisfactory substi­ 
tutes. and a base or binder for the elec­ 
trolyte is obtained by using one of 
these substances ór a mixture of two 
or more. This binder Is made to ab­ 
sorb the electrolyte, which may be a 
concentrated solution made by stirring 
into distilled water, at about 100 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, a mixture of 80 parts 
of sal ammoniac, 80 of calcium acetate, 
as of zinc, chloride and l6 of glycerin. 
This .pastp, applied between the bat­ 
tery plates and covered with paraffin 
with gas vents, is claimed to retain Its 
pasty condition, without crystallizing 
or absorbing moisture.
